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THEY HELD ROBLEZ 


Verdict in the Inquest on Anastacio 
Salas To-Day.

THE JURY DECLARE THAT THE PRIS- 
ONER KILLED HIM. 


Gongalez Testifies That Jose Roblez Ad- 
mitted toHim Having Cut £alas—Tes- 
timony Taken Eefore the Cozoner To- 
Day Shows That Russell Hudson’s 
Killing Was Not Accidental. 


Deputy Coroner Meade held an inquest to- 
day on the body of Anastacio Salas, the 
Mexican who was stabbed by another Mex!i- 
can on Seventeenth and Carr streets last 
Sunday night. The testimony showed that 
the cutting was done by Jose Roblez, the 


little Mexican who arrived in the city from 
Natchez, Miss.,a week agolast Thursday. 
Gonzalez, a Mexican who resides at 1007 
Gratiot street, and who has lived in St. Louis 
fourteen years testified that  Robiez 
visited bis housea few hours after the cut- 
ting and said he had cut Salas and wanted to 
stay there the rest of the night. Gonzales 
told him he couldn’t stay there, and 
also refused to give him a nickel to 
cross the bridge with. Koblez then leit 
and Gonzales didn’t see him again until after 
his arrest. The witness was at the party at 
Antonio Hermoza’s Sunday night and heard 
Roblez and Salas quarrel, but didn’t hear 
either of them make any threats. 

Officer Reagan, who arrested Roblez, testi- 
fied that Roblez admitted at the police station 
that he had cut Salas, claiming that he did 
soOin self-defense. Germanez Bernol testi- 
fled that Salas lived with him at 1109 wash 
street. He saw Salas soon after he 
was cut, and the wounded 
claimed that he didn’t know who cut 
him except thatit was a Mexican. Antonio 
Hermoza, at whose house the party occurred, 
testified that the guests all left the house 
between 8 and9o’clock. Notrouble occurred 
there that henoticed. He was playing the 
guitar most of the time, however, and didn’t 
see all that was going on, 

Officer shoemaker and H, L. Bush,a patient 
atthe City Hospital, were also on the wit- 
ness stand, but their testimony was unim- 
portant. Kobiez gave a Voluntary statement, 
which was about the sameas was published 
‘in the Post-DISPATCH yesterday. He dented 
that he had had any troubie with Salas and 
denied also that he had told Manuel Gonzalez 
and Officer Reagan that he had cut him. The 
jury held the prisoner responsible and he 
was taken back to the lock-up. 


Murder in the First Degree. 


The Coroner’s investigation this morning 
into the death of Russell Hudson, the negro 
shot by Chas. Clark, another negro, at the 
fouotof Morgan street Thursday afternoon, 
showed that the shooting was intentional 


and not accidental, as reported by the police. 
These two men and several other negroes 
were standing together talking about 
Clark’s pistoi, some of them  claim- 
ing that it wus no good. Hudson 
saidit wasa ‘‘Sheeny’’ pistol, whereupon 
Clark said: ‘*I’ll show you whether itisa 
Sheeny pistol or not,’’ and fired. Hudson 
dropped and Clark ran off. This was 
the ,.testimony of Mrs. Pattence Fernan- 
dez, an old Spanish woman, who saw 
the whole affair from a second story window 
just over the crowd,and also the testimony of

witnesses. in the event that Ciark is captured, 
a charge of murder tin the first degree will be 
placed against himon the testimony taken 
before the Coroner to-day.

The attachment suits filed against the Su- 
preme Sitting ofthe Order of Iron Hall by 
Charles F, Bergesch and Charles Robyn have 
not frightened the local members of the 
order, whoclaim that any criticism or ac- 
tions at law are premature and uncalled for. 
Mr. Bergesch, who is a member of local 
branch No, 342 and conducts an undertaking 
establishment at 1022 North Sixth street, 
Claims that the face value of his certificate, 


$600, vas due July 23 and _ remains 
unpaid. Charles Robyn claimsthat his cer- 
tificate for $1,000 matured July 29, and has 
notas yet been honored. Inthe first case 
money belonging tothe Order deposited in the 
Franklin bank was garnisheed and in the 
second chse the garnishment proceedings 
were brought against fundsin the Mullanphy 
bank. Mr. Henry N. Overbeck, a prominent 
localmember said that these attachments 
should not have been filed because 
ninety days of grace. for the payment 
of certificates are allowed to the Supreme 
Sitting by the consiliution. Mr. Overbeck 
Said that certificates are usually paid in 
sixty days after maturity, and someltimesin 
forty-five days The certificates of Bergesch 
and Robyn are not even thirty days beyond 
maturity, and Mr. Overbeck claims that 
their hasty filing of suits is unnecessary, and 
contrary to the constitution of the order, 

The Board of Deputies met last eveningat 
Wentzel’s Hail, Eighth street and Franklin 
avenue. This body meets twice a month. 
Last evenine’s meeting was specially calied 
toconsiderthe present condition of affairs. 
Members who were present say that no 
action of any kind was tuken. in the 
absence Of news irom bB, F. Badger, 
Supreme Dejuty for Missouri, who is at 
present at‘Indianapolis engaged in a search 
for information.

not anywhere at haphazard as the wind 
does but from blossom to blossom, and 
| nowhere else, 
In wet and cold weather the pollen is more 
inclinec toadhere to the blossoms than in 
| fine, warm, weather; and thusitis that the 
wind falls in unfavorabie seasons to secure 
| that which can then be obtained only by the 
| help of bees, viz., the proper fertilization of 
the fruit blossom, with the resuit of a pro- 
portionately abundant crop of fruit. 

I woula invite any persons who may be 
incredulous on this point to visit a con- 
fessedly bad fruit year—say during August 
or the early part of September—the locali- 
ties in which our great aplaries are situated. 
Let them carefully view the country 
lying in a radius of, say, two miles 
from tbe apiary itseif, and they will hind 
that in aimost-every case the fruit trees are 
laden with heavy crops, while they will ob- 
serve as they get further from the vicinity of 
the apilary (supposing that not very many 
bees are kept in the country around) that the 
fruit crops steadily deteriorate. 

Jam convinced that so soon as bee-Keepers 
and fruit-iarmers begin to recognize the Im- 
portance of theone industry in relation to 
the other more prosperous times will be In 
store for both, and we shall not only hear of 
better fruit harvests, but of larger returns of 
honey also.

FORESTS AND RAINFALL. 


What Has Been Learned by Experience in 
California, | 


From the San Francisco Bulletin. ine He 

A correspondent of the Bulletin m e 
foothills of Butte County advances the 
proposition that in the sierra, where the 
original timber has been cleared off, a second 
growth has sprung up, which has more than 
twice the retaining capacity for motsture of 
the first growth, From this he deduces that 
the alarm about the denudation of our 
mountain forest lands is unfounded. In fact, 
he attributes this theory mainly to the in- 
fluence of the railroad company, which aims 
to get Government rangers to watch its tim- 
bered grant lands, 

Any one famjliar with the methods of the 
railroad company will accept the general 
suxzgestion that it would be prompt toavall 
itself of any plan for shifting its burdens 
upon the Government or the public. Possi- 
biy there may be sumething in this idea, al- 
though it may look a little far-fetched. Yet 
it ig understood that often it is necessary to 
scrutinize byways as well as highways to get 
atrailroad schemes. Government rangers 
might not take it directly upon themseives to 
protect railroad timber, but indirectly their 
supervision of adjacent sections would tend 
to that result. 

ASide from this, however, it may be ad- 
mitted that our correspondent’s views are 
partly rightand partly wrong. The result 
would depend mach upon local conditions. 
No doubt in many portions of Northern Oali- 
fornia wuere the rainfall, especially in the 
mountains, is abundant, a second growth 
would soon cover the ground after the clear- 
ing of the original forest. A Mke fact may 
Often be observed in the redwood forests 
along the coast. There, where the unnual 
precipitation ts pro!use and the climate and 
soll are naturally damp, the redwood tends 
to reproduce itself, In other localities the 
contrary appears. In the Contra Costa 
range, for instance, where the natural mols- 
ture is less, the clearing of the redwoods 1s 
not followed to any great extent by the ap- 
pearance of a second growth. 

The same will be found true ina greater or 
less Measure of the forests of the sierra and 
of other mountain ranges. Where any 
tendency to aridity exists it will undoudtedly 
prove true that the wholesale destruction of 
forests will not be followed by renewal, but 
by permanent denudation and climatic 
changes. It might be safer to destroy the 
original mountain forests in Northern than 
in Southern California. In the ranges of the 
interior Stutes and ierritories, where ariaity 
is more pronounced, it would be a most dan- 
gerous experiment. In such cases only a 
judicious thinning of the larger growth 
suOuld be permitted on any conditions. 

Even in moister regions ite would be better 
economy to confine cutting to the larger 
timber, giving the smaller oppertunity to 
mature, Instead ofthat the past policy has 
been tocut indiscriminately for lumber or 
fuel purposes and complete the destruction 
by sheep browsing and fires. Itis time for a 
definite and intelligent system of forestry. 
It may be both preservative and reproduc- 
tive In scope. In many portions of France 
forestry now includes not only the 

reservation of the natural growth, 

ut replanting on a large scale. Im the latter 
work due attentionis given to the species 
used. Medicinal and aromatic plants are in- 
cluded, and become commercially important, 
This may be somewhat in advance of present 
needs on this coast, but it indicates the 
tendency in countries where necessity has 

ut the probiem of forestry more forcibly be- 
orethe people. Wecan afford to take les- 
sons from the larger experience of these 
European countries. of avoiding their past 
errors We may also avoid some of their pres- 
ent necessities.

An expensive bouse on a poor plot of land 
looks no better than a bunch of choice grapes 
on a coarse platter. Pretty surroundings, 


that give one something delightful to look 
outupon atall seasonsof the year, are as 
important for the drawing-room ds the fur- 
niture, and, indeed, if the question of Cost 
should be urged, | should say that a choice 
shrub or two more in the garden, anda 
fashionable Knick-Kknack the lessin the par- 
lor, would decidedly improve the parlor. 

It has not seemed to me that many of the 
dwellers in suburban homes held this view of 
the matter. Ihave not observed that the 
women who goto art schools, museums and 
lectures with great assiduity, for the purpose 
of educating their taste, have taken any 
pains to put the art knowledge they have ac- 
quired to profitable use in thelr gardens. 
Looking over Japanese prints would teach 
them, if thelr own observation had not done 
so, thata peach tree in bloom would 100k all 
the better for having a background of white 
pine, or that one ortwo detached plants of 
iris, showing the beautiful growth of the 
flower, look better than a whole square patch 
of them, while everything else that they 
really saw and understood would be teaching 
them minor details about grouping and de- 
taching, about line and color, which might 
all be applied in thelr own gardens,

and delicate than that offered to the garden 
artist by spring in New England, with the 
tender pinks, pure white and golden yel- 
lows of the flowering shrubs and trees, the 
splendid dark foil of the white pines, all 
the golden and bronze greens of the young 
leaves, and the gorgeous, distinct note of 
the red er » Awoman with whom art- 
isti¢ taste had become second nature, and 
were no longer a mere fad, might, ifste 
cared, convert even her little fenceless plot 
of grass and shrubs into a thingof beauty 
during the seasons of the year—spring and 
autumn—that the family spend in their 
suburban home. 

A woman ofartistic tastes would not long 
be satisfied with mere grass and shrubs, es- 
pecially if her grass was terraced. A bare, 
terraced, grass-laid yard around a handsome 
house is a double anomaly.

Furthermore, it has been decided to prohibit 
the admission offresh members of the var- 
fous students’ clubs, whereby these clubs 
will soon cease to exist, and, finally, it is in- 
tended to increase the number of lectures 
given in the Russian language at this uni- 
versity. The railway officials in the Baltic 
provinces have received notice that they 
must prove their efficiency in the Russian 
Janguage before an examining commission 
sent from St. Petersburg. 

The dissatisfaction among the German 
colonists on the Volga is increasing. When 
niversal military service on the German 
system was introdficed into Russia the Ger- 
man colonists were told that they must eith- 

rserve or go. Many ofthem, especially the 
eames who are a kind of Quakers, 
chose the latter alternative anda departed. 
The next thing to go was the self-govern- 
ment. The colonists usedto be governed by 
a sort of elective council, which met at Sara- 
tof, and was called the ‘‘Office.’’ This body 
fegulated the village commune. The 
‘*«Office’’ has been abolished and the German 
colonists have been gradually brought 
Onder the controlling influence of Rus- 
sian institutions. Even thelr re- 
ligion is threatened now. Fresh encroach- 
ments on their civil and religious liberty are 
of elmost daily occurrence and their inde- 
pendence may already be described as a 
thing ofthe past. They are, therefore, emi- 
grating in large numbers to the United 
@tates. 

A new law was promuigated to-day, mak- 
ing the purchase of grain from distressed 
peasants under the market rates punishable 
by six months’ imprisonment, besides the 
payment of the full market price. The ob- 
jyectofthe Government is said to be to pre- 
vent the peasants from being robbed of their 
grain by usorers, who go about the villages 
sometimes getting the peasants drunk in 
orcer toobtain possession of the peasants’ 
littte harvest. Other measures are also un-

A CRISIS 


Reduced Rates on All Railroad and Steamboat Lines. 


RUSSIAN OFFICIAL RETURNS OF NEW CASES 
AND DEATHS. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 20.—According to the 
Officialreturns there were reported yester- 
day tkroughout Russia 7,877 new cases of 
cholera and 3,482 deaths from the disease. 
Compared with the report of yesterday giv- 
ing the new cases and deaths for Wednesday, 
to-day’s report shows a decrease of 581 new 
cases and an increase of 275 deaths. The 
disease continues with increasing violence 
in the Caucasus territory. At Kuban 
alone the records show that 
on Aug. 15, there were 1,211 cases reported.

The sanitary 
commission of Galicia advises that a military 
cordon be stationed along the Russian fron- 
tier to prevent the introduction of cholera. 


IN CENTRAL AFRIOA. 


ARABS DEFEATED IN A BATTLE WITH CONGO 
STATE FOKCES, 

BRUSSELS, Aug. 19.—A dispatch from the 
Congo State announces that a Congo State 
force has defeated the Arabs on the Sankor- 
on River, nearthe place where the Hodister 
expedition was massacred. Ten chiefs were 
killed and 700 men captured by the troops. 
The Governor does not think thatthe rising 
will spread. 

Iieut. Tobback, a resident of the Oongo 
State, has reported to the Governor-General 
of the county that although Arabs have made 
hostile attacks they are notin general re- 
volt, and that these disorders have consisted 
in mere acts of brigandage, their sole motive 
being a desire for plunder. 

The last Arab attacks, reports Lieut. Tob- 
back, began at Kibariba. Messrs. Michaels, 
Jouret and Noblesse were killed. Two other 
officials escaped. Several powerful chiefs, 
including Tippoo Tib, remain faithful. An

BRITISH TOPICS. 


BLUE BOOK ON 8IR CHARLES EUAN SMITH’S MIS- 
SION. 

Lonpon, Aug. 19.—A blue book Is published 
containing further correspondence that 
passed between Lord Salisbury and Sir 
Charles Euan Smith in relation to the latter’s 
mission to Fez. Lord Salisbury, in his con- 
cluding dispatch to Sir Charlies, protests that 
the advantages sought in the proposed 
treaty with Morocco would be enjoyed 
equally by all the powers; but that 
as the misconception had arisen 
that England aimed 4t self-aggrandizement, 
_ and it would be Inexpedient to adopt meas- 
| gres of menace which while they might be 


unsuccessful, would revive and appear to 
confirm these misconceptions. ‘‘Therefore,’’ 
concludes Lord Salisbury, ‘‘for the present 
make no attempt to induce the Sultan to ac- 
cept the treaty.’’

MONTREAL, Aug. 20.—Jewish immigration 
was attacked vigorously by Judge Dugas to- 
day. The Judge stated that in proportion to 
their population the Jews occupied more of 
ihe attention of the court than any other na- 
tionality. Continuing he said they were the 


most undesirable class of immigrants and |

HEAT PROSTRATIONS. 

ROME, Aug. 20.—Great indignation is mani- 
fested by the press over the long marches re- 
quired fromthe troops during the tropical 
heat. Fourteen hundred men were onthe 
road from Trevigioo to Meana from 2 0’clock 
in the morning until 4 in the afternoon. 
Fifteen were sunstruck and one became de.- 
lirious and shot himself. Onanother march 
from Venice to Nolo, 100 soldiers were dis- 
abled and sixty had to be sent to a hospital. 

Five deaths from heat occurred in Vienna, 
and many persons were maddened. An in- 
guiry has been opened at Pesth into the con- 
duct of an officer who ordered troops out on 
assault drill, the result of which cruelty was 
that two soldiers died and six became un- 
conscious. A breeze is blowing to-night, and 
the weather Is slightly cooler.

Troops have 
been sent in pursuit of the brigands.

If the gamblers in farm prod- 
ucts can tell what the supply and demand 
will be, so can the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, and with the co-operation of 12,000, - 
000 farmers, diversify and regulate the 
supply to the demand.’’ This is so siinple 
that it is strange nobody ever thought of it 
before. But that is the way with all great 
ideas. They are always simple, but it 
takes a great head to evolve them. 

The gem of the collection, however, the 
most wonderful of all these appeals to rea- 
son is one in which there is a colored map 
showing that wages are higher in Re- 
publican than in Democratic States.

Ted Pritchard Goes Down Before the 
Young Australian. 


THE MILL PULLED OFF PRIVATELY NEAR 
BRIGHTON THIS MORNING. 


Fear of Interference Caused a Change in 
the Tims—English Sporting Men Sur- 
prised at the Result~ Nancy Hanks 
Will Trot Against Time This After- 
noon—General Sporting News. 


LONDON, Aug, 20.—Jim Hall, the American- 
ized Australian, has met and defeated the 
redeubtable Ted Pritchard, the older of the 
middie-weight and heavy-weight Champions 
of England. 

To say that the announcement has created 
intense excitement among sportsmen here 
would be putting it miidly. The 
fight was not expected until Monday, 
and when it did come of it was 
universally expected there would be a differ- 
entoutcome. Whenit became Known that 
the mill would not occur at the Bolingbroke 
Club owingto their inabilityto putup the 
proffered purse of $5,000 Hali’s chances of 
winning were considered slim, Jack Harper 
and Jack Baldock were announced to second 
Pritchard. Experienced sportsmen knew 
that with them in the opposite corner the 
American would have no chance if they could 
help it. 

The fight came off early this morning at 
Brighton. Dread of public interference is 
Said to have beenthe cause of anticipating 
the date. A great dealof money had been 
bet on Pritchard and trouble at the ring-side 
Was inevitable if the Englishman was de- 
feated. Watiren Lewis wauld have called the 
fight off sooner than have it pulied off in the 
presence of a crowd of spectators. 

Detalis of the fight that have reached the 
city are very meager. Both parties reached 
the designated spot without attracting 
attention. Only their backers and a few 
sports were present. Both men entered the 
ring at eleven stone six pounds. 

When the fighting commenced Hall’s 
height and reach at once told in his favor, 
and almost from the first it 
Was evident that victory rested with 
the American. Pritchard made a splendid 
defense, but showed signs of being used up 
by Hall’s blows, which were delivered with 
terrific force and splendid effect... Pritchard 
could not reach his antagonist. 

Pritchard was completely used up in the 
third round and was unable to come to time 
in the fourth, Hall thus winning the fightand 
the £2,000 stake. i 

Jim Hall is a native of Sydney, New South 
Wales, but has lately adopted Chicago as his 
place of residence. He stands 6 feet 2 inches 
high. He had three inches advantage over 


| his opponent in helghtand was blessed with 


He has done Iittle 
fighting since he came over from the 
colonies but this morning he added another 
to the following list of victories: Jim Hall 
beat George White, 7rounds; beat Jack Sla- 
vin, 6 rounds; beat J!m Nolan, 6 rounds; beat 
Jack Maloy,6 rounds; beat Peter Bolan, 17 
rounds; beat Herbert Goddard, 4 rounds;
